An Englishman Who Shows That 
the Gold Standard Rains 

Ik 

Debtor Countries. 



Tne following is a striking articlo 
from the Manchester (England Guar- 
dian of recent date : 

Sir :— It will be admitted, no doubt 
that England is the largest creditor 
countrv In the world, and thus she 
has power to take toll from all quar- 
ters, in the shape of produce or money 
itt the discharge of the interest on her 

Having placed herself on a gold 
pedestal, she claims, not without rea- 
son, that alt debts due to her, it not 
satisfied' by remittance of produce, 
shall be paid to her in the currency of 
her adoption— gold ; that is to say, she 
claims that the balance, that is not 
settled by trade, shall be paid to her 
>in gold. This ie a very pretty theory, 
and statesmen have been known to 
declare England's right to its adop- 

I **tlon on the ground of her just and ii 
'disputable rights. • Shylock ;;;was 
equally right in claiming the bad 
curity of his choice, the pound of flesh 
and his rights were presumably con- 
firmed in the courts of his day, but he 
was required to exact and take neith- 
er more nor less than his rightful 

i due ; which placed him in the dilem- 
ma that compelled him to forego his 

I rights. One might be almost tempt- 

I ed to think that Shakespeare, with 
BH<J!iijMfonderfu1»prescience, foresaw the 

■ battle of the standards and in Shylock 

■ pointed a moral to the disputants. 
But be that as it may, certain little 
difficulties have developed themselves, 
which make it no easy matter for En- 
gland to prosecute her claims to .be 
paid in gold for all the numerous 
debts due to her in that metal . The 
adoption of the gold standard so uni- 
versally has produced some awkward 
consequences ; the more the fashion 
for gold extends, while the cessation 
of the coinage of silver also extends, 
so much the more does gold appre- 
oUrt«s..ajid so much the more does pro- 

■ ]duce fall. The quantitative theory, 
I or rather law, in spite of some hereit- 

ical opinions to the contrary, is yet 
the most powerful economic law that 
rules the world. As money dimin- 
ishes—and silver money must contin- 
ue to diminish so loug as silver mints 
are closed, except where Illicit coinage 
is resorted to— so do prices of produce 
fall or remain at unremunerative 
y v prices, and thus produciug nations, 
those that rely on their produce with 
which to pav their gold debts, fall 
deeper and deeper Into the quagmire 
ot insolvency. And thus does the 
burdeu of gold indebtedness sradual- 
ly approach the straining point, and 
ITV ultimately break, as in the case of 
BjP'&ujj, Brazil and others. Thus the 
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creditor country, as Shylock, suffers. 

This process is iu the course of il- 
lustration, and other examples will 
probably follow. It is difficult to see 
where the advantages of England's 
gold standard conies In, especially 
among uatioup, who in following her 
example, are killing the gooso that 
lays the golden eggs, many of which 
become addled, as English investors 
know to their cost. The creditor 
country and Shylock are in the saint 
position — they cannot obtiin their jut 
rights. How is this anomaly to be ex 
plained? There must be a remedy 
somewhere, who can find it ?.

Milk should not be allowed to stand 
uncovered even for a short time, and 
it should alway* bo kept in a perfect- 
ly clean and cool place. 

Give the baby plenty of fresh air in 
the cool of the morning and evening. 
During the middle of the day keep it 
within doors aud in a cool room. 

When the source of milk supply is 
at all doubtful never use "milk from 
one cow. There is less danger in 
feeding the baby with milk produced 
from a herd of cows. 

A baby should be given water to 
drink frequently, between feedings. 
The water, however, must first be 
boiled for one-half hour and allowed 
to thoroughly cool. 

Vessels for keeping milk should be 
of tin, glass or porcelain, and should 
be thoroughly scalded and scoured 
with washing soda and a brush im- 
mediately before and after use. 

Milk intended for feeding babies 
should be boiled for one-half hour im- 
mediately after it is received. It 
should then be placed in a clean and 
close vessel, and allowed to thorough- 
ly cool before use. 

Without the adyice of a physician 
never give the baby soothing syrups, 
cordials, spirits, paregoric, etc. ; thou- 
sands of children perish annually from 
the use of these medicines. Should 
diarrhoea present itself, immediately 
stop the administration of milk in any 
form, and send for a physician at 
once.— Cincinnati Enquirer.

Just so, no one would doubt 
this save those dependent on the 
public crib. Under a Republican 
administration, all public patron 
age belong to that party, they 
should have it and most generally 
they get it, and so it should be 
with a Democratic administration.

Recently Atlanta, Georgia, 
one of our most thriving cities, 
has become the owner of her elec- 
tric plant, and others are follow- 
ing. No argument is more con- 
vincing than action of others 
backed on an actual experience. 
If the piofits to individual owner- 
ship were given to the consumer, 
much less would be his rates and 
the more would he be in position 
to compete for trade. The firm 
that is worth most to a city is the 
one that draws most from other lo- 
calities to give circulation through 
its laborers. Hence the change 
from private to city ownership is 
continually going on. 



Nkw Japanbse Loan. — The presi- 
dent of the Bank of Japan is about to 
visit London to negotiate a new loan. 
This borrowing ia necessary to enable 
Japan to maintain her gold standard. 

The Bankers' Monthly is cer- 
tainly right about the necessity for 
borrowing to 'maintain the gold 
standard.' But why maintain a 
standard in Japan, in the United 
States or anywhere else which 
puts a mortgage on labor and 
forces loan after loan with a per- 
petually increasing toll to be taken 
from the* products of our indus- 
tries and given to the foreigners 
who impose the gold standard 
upon ns? 

' 'And if it takes bonds and more 
bonds, and still more bonds; inter- 
est and more interest, and still 
more interest; taxes and more 
taxes, and still more taxes to 
maintain the gold standard, will 
the Bankers' Monthly kindly 
form an interested public when it 
is all to end, and what it is to end 
in ?" 

We would most respectfully 
quest our gold standard friends to 
seriously consider the above facts. 
Japan borrowing money to keep a 
standard method a-going! 
What further arguments do you 
want? Would you have this coun- 
try to continue to borrow for the 
same purpose ?

It U necessary first to convert wood 
Into liquid. The strongest hydraulic 

pressure would not aqneete one- half of 

1 per cent, of the moisture from dry 
wood, bnt by putting the same material 
into an iron retort and oonverting it 
into charcoal by mean* of heat the gases 

and smoke, to the extent of fully 65 per 
cent of the weight of the wood, may be 
condensed into pyroligneons acid, from 
which are obtained wood alcohol, acetate 
of lime and wood tars. A cord of wood 
woighing 4,000 pounds produces nbotit 
2, 080 pounds of pyroligneous acid and 
700 pounds of oharcoal. Tho pyroligno- 
ous acid from one cord of wood pro- 
duces 9 gallons of 83 per oent crudo 
wood alcohol, 200 pounds of acetate of 
lime and about a." gallons of tar, besides 
86 bushels of charcoal. After tho pyro- 
lignoous acid is neutralized with Hum 
the wood alcohol is distilled off, the 
lime holding the acetic acid iu solution. 
After tho separation of the wood spirit 
the remaining liquid is boiled down iu 
pans to u sugar, which is dried, and bo- 
comes the aootate of lime of commerce. 
Acetate of lime is used for making noetic 
acid. 

Fully three-fifths of oil tho wood til- 
oohol and acetate of lime produced in 
tho world are mudo in the United States. 
Over 18,000 acres of forest per year tire 
cleared in the United States. Wood al- 
cohol affords a perfect substitute for 
grain alcohol for manufacturing and 
mochanlcal parpoeos, and at less than 
one- third tho cost. It is used principally 
us a solvent in the making of shellac 
vornish and in making oelluloid and 
photographic paper. It makes beautiful

The Finance Question. 

y "Brvan on the Issues" hu been road 
With a good deal ot Interest, and I 
want some more information on some 
points, or to give some in the interest 
of Unmuzzled Truth. In tho first 
place I want to know the need of the 
adjective "standard" monoy.as though 
there were more than one kind. I am 
aware that there is money made on 
gold (uot In it), on silver and on pa- 
per, and also "bauk bill" or bauk 
debts, which the people sometimes 
Uko as money because their ignor- 
ance has caused such devotion to par- 
nr that they sustain representatives 
who fail to provide money enough to 
do the business of the country, and 
delegate that prerogative to banks 
which the constitution says Congress 
shall have power to do itself, wttb ap- 
proval of the President, but such 
bank bills should never be dignified 
with the title of money. The people 
have never given any such power in 
the constitution as the coining of 
money- by banks or corporations. I 
will refuse a'l imitations of money Is- 
sued by banks or corporations. The 
gentleman who propounded the ques- 
tion to Mr . Bryan, "Don't you think 
that if we had free coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1, there might be an enor- 
mous increase in its production ?" was 
evidently a novice in finance. 

Suppose there was that "enormous" 
increase in production of silver which 
f no one but a banker and capitalist 
could object to if he knew the effects 
it would have on business, a silver 
^dollar would still be at par as long as 
the law makes it a legal tender, and 
no "enormous" production, even it it 
should equal that of copper, can force 
it below par in gold money. It would 
still pay all debts, all taxes, and buy 
anything, even to a bill of exchange 
on the Bank of England, at par with 
gold money as long as that country 
will want wheat, corn and cotton. 
Mr. Bryan has got to bed rock in fi- 
nance when he says, "We tell you 
%^i*£ou may make it as dear as yon 
like bylegisiation ; we tell you when 
ycu increase the volume' you increase 
the value of each dollar." Money is a 
creation of law and is not influenced 
by the value of the metal it is made 
of. If Congress should bo determine 
and make a dollar of 206.25 grains, 
just one-half the size it now is, and 
clothe it with the garment of legal 
tender, it would stand at par iwith 
our gold dollar aa long as the author- 
ity of the United States exists, if that 
is a thousand years, and the law is uot 
repealed, and that without any re- 
It don't depend a single 
mill on the $200,000,000 in gold in the 
treasury, nor on any horse, cow, busb- 
ol of wheat or acre of land ; it is 
money to use and can not be money 
to any other people. The idea of a 
monetary conference of nations is a 
acheme to deceive the people, as we 
never pay debts in any foreign coun- 
try in our own money, and no other 
people pay us debts in their money ; 
t |»«onaequently it is none of their busi- 
ness what our money is made of, and 
none of ours what theirs is made of, 
i or their ratio of size and weight, as 
! all foreign commerce is independent 
of any nation's moiiey. The price of 




wheat in one country Is per pound, in 
knothor per litre, but Its service is the 
same, and our money ia only conven- 
tional in estimating Its value. 

Mr. Bryan »ay»: M We admit tho 
benefits that are to come to those en- 
gaged in mining," and be might have 
answered who lose* anything by i* F 
It is false to say that the free coinage 
of silver would be dishonorable, that 
we have no right to lower the valne 
of money, and thus increase the value 
of labor and products. The free coin- 
ege of silver and the issue of a full 
legal teuder paper money havo exact- 
ly the some influence on business. 
Fools or knaves havo howled them- 
selves hoarse that "the silver dollar 
was a fifty cent dollar," but the fact 
stares them in the face meekly saying 
vou are a liar, for its value has not 
fluctuated one cent in par ration with 
their "gold standard dollar," with no 
law, no pledge and no act of redemp- 
tion in anything. It needs nothing 
but the -garment cf legal tender to 
hold it at par with gold mouey if the 
meUl in it is not worth ten cents, 
and I chalenge any quasi financier to 
show how any man could lose by lak-

The question as to the holder of the 
oldest patent in this country has brought 
out from the heirs of Joseph Jenoks 
some additional facts which tend to 
show that he was the first inventor in 
this country. Patents granted from the 
sovereign power of England for land, 
water and other privileges were not un- 
common in early colonial times. Joseph 
Jencks of Lynn, Maes., u number of 
years previous to receiving a patent for 
an invention of a scythe had been 
granted one for "an application of wa- 
ter power to mills. " BioKraphical notes 
state that Mr. Jencks introduced to tho

The Antlqnlty of Glaaa. 

Glass baa been employed, we 1 
both for decorative and domestic pur- 
poses since the dawn of civilisation. 
The earliest remains dato from Egypt 
8004 B. O. end are preserved in the 
British museum. It is an amulet, in the 
form of a lion's head, of opaque bine 
color, with hieroglyphics that determine 
its date. On the rock cnt tombs of the 
necropolis of Memphis glass blowers 
were depioted as early as 8900 B. C. 
Stories are told by Pliny, Josephs* and 
other writers to account for its discov- 
ery, brtt these are very dnnhtfnl, so that 
wo have only to rely upon fuets MfcMMi 
by nctual remains. 

Tho discovery was doubtless fortui- 
tous. Such lucky finds are often tho 
work of chance. When it occurred, wo
